Sen Henry Jackson. D-Wash , put 
off a vote on the emergency energy 
act until Feb 
19-after it returns 
from a Lincoln's birthday vacation 
The bill would give President Nixon 


sweeping powers to deal with the 
energy crisis 
Nixon 
summoned 
top 
administration officials to the White 
House for a late morning meeting to 
review the trucking situation and 
get an updated report on the outlook 
for increased operations by the 
striking drivers. 
Meanwhile, the oil minister of 
Algeria said today his country wants

Bids thousands of dollars below 
city 
estimates 
were 
opened 
S 
esterday for work on the Lompoc 
torm Drain Project, opening the 
possibility that the city could soon 
contract for construction of the 
entire project rather than just a 
“ backbone" drainage channel. 
The low bid for the entire project, 
including the backbone drain on D 
Street from above North Avenue to 
Cypress Avenue and radials on 
Chestnut, 
Ocean 
and 
Cypress 
Avenues, was $703,559 submitted by 
the O’Shaughnessy Co. of Goleta. 
This undercut the city ’s estimate for 
the total project by $56.441. 
The low bid for the backbone drain 
alone originated from the N-M 
Pipeline Co. of Van Nuys, a $457,017 
offer that undercut the $490,250 city 
suffers thought the work would 
cost. 
“ There's not a whole lot of jobs of 
this nature going on right now. We 
were fortunate with the timing of 
this project," said Lompoc City 


Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers. 
Wahlers said the city has so far 
committed itself only to a $500,000 
outlay for the backbone system, 
including up to $99,000 from revenue 
sharing funds. 


But the administrative officer 
joined Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis Beattie in the opinion that 
“ significant 
savings” 
could 
be 
realized from contacting for the 
entire project at one time, 
if 
possible. 


The lateral pipes, he said, would 
be 
necessary 
to 
eliminate 
the 
flooding at Hapgood Elementary 
School, near the corner of A Street 
and Cypress Avenue, as well as 
drain the traditionally rain flooded 
intersections on Chestnut and other 
avenues. 


“ We’ll have to take a look at our 
funding now and see what we can 
come up with," Wahlers said The

Ixjmpoe Valley motorist- faced an uncertain gasoline future today- 
on the eve of a weekend threatened by service station closures and 
high prices. 
Stations normally open on Saturdays since the nation-wide gasoline 
shortage began, speculated they may have to close early or entirely if 
shipments that are already delayed fail to arrive Most stations will be 
closed Sunday 
Prices ranged at a low of 50 cents a gallon for regular gasoline in one 
station to a high of nearly 58 cents for a gallon of premium in another 
Here is a sampling of information gleaned this morning in a canvass 
of local stations: 
Standard station at 603 North H St . expected to close at noon 
Saturday and remain closed Sundav 
The station was limiting 
customers to eight gallons because of a gasoline allocation program 
that limits the station to a percentage of its deliveries prior to the 
shortage 
S and S station at 400 V\ Ocean Ave . planned to be open Saturday, 
but will not be if a delivery of gasoline scheduled for today does not 
arrive The station will be closed Sunday. There was no limit on 
purchases as long as the supply lasts 
Grossim Union Station at 801 E. Ocean Ave , wasn’t sure today 
whether it would open Saturday but will be closed Sunday There was 
no limit on sales to individual customers 
Sam’s Shell station. 1000 North H St., was uncertain whether it 
would be open both Saturday and Sunday Deliveries from Shell were 
being cutback 
Ernie's Arco at 3883 Constellation Rd . Vandenberg Village, planned 
to be open Saturday and closed Sunday There was no limit on 
quantities. 
Exxon station at 1337 North H St planned to be open Saturday and 
closed Sundav However a spokesman predicted the possibility that 
present supplies of gasoline might run out and cause a change in the 
schedule 
Paul's Arco station at 538 North H St planned to be open both 
Saturday and Sunday and indicated the practice of closing at night 
might be altered to provide some evening hours for motorists who 
work during the day

Even so. there were indications that 
more trucks were on the road than at any 
time this week and that truck stop business 
was returning to normal 
Two 
truck 
drivers 
were 
shot 
and 
wounded, one critically, in Ohio early 
today In Pennsylvania, a truck traveling 
on Route 22 near Hollidaysburg was struck 
by a bullet fired from a passing car The 
slug failed to penetrate the cab and the 
driver was not injured 
The Mississippi Highway Patrol reported 
three trucks fired on during the night Two 


lumber trucks were hit by bullets and a 
third one was fired on bv two white men 
armed with shotguns No one was injured 
Two drivers have been killed thus far as 
a result of violence connected with the 
strike by drivers for lower fuel costs and 
higher freight rates One driver was shot to 
death and the other was killed when a rock 
thrown through the windshield of his truck 
caused him to lose control and crash 
Lawrence Huff. 48. New Waterford, 
Ohio, was shot in the stomach today while 
driving on Ohio 11 near Hast Liverpool for 
the Kav Molder Carrier Corp 
Snipers 
opened fire on his rig and another that had 
been following close behind, police said 
Another truck driver was shot in the leg 
near the Klyna exit on the Ohio Turnpike 
The Ohio Highway Patrol said he was 


standing beside his truck when he was fired 
on by someone in a passing car 
Today's violence came only hours after 
many drivers across the country shouted 
against a compromise* proposai reached 
Thursday in Washington that did not meet 
all of their demands There were threats to 
continue the walkout 
Meanwhile, more and more grocery 
outlets reported dwindling food supplies 
In 
Washington 
Teamster 
President 
Frank K Fitzsimmons. Nixon's staunchest 
labor supporter, condemned the strike 
Thursday and urged all of his members to 
keep the trucks rolling 
More than half the independent drivers 
who own their own rigs are members of the

Santa Maria 
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David Anderson likes to hunt...

To: The Editor 
As you know, the story about David Anderson, the 
Lompoc man who hunts but doesn’t kill varmints, was your 
idea. I admit it sounded exciting 
Anderson’s dogs running and baying after a wildcat or 
mountain lion, Anderson running after the dogs, and me 
running after Anderson — all across the open countryside 
below a night sky well-lighted by a big, happy moon That 
was how I pictured a hunting expedition. 
Only this week my fantasy and the real experience 
collided when Anderson, his two hound dogs (Ham and 
Fanny), and I went hunting in the Ix>s Padres National 
Forest above Arroyo Grande. 
We had to go as far as Los Padres because closer hunting 
grounds are hardly available these days Anderson said that 


most farmers despise hunters and never condone hunting 
on their property 
"Hunters have killed livestock and shot up water tanks," 
he said, sympathizing with the farmers 
Anderson is 32 years old, married, and a carpenter by 


trade I found him down to earth; he works so hard framing 
houses that other framers resent him Contractors expect 


more from them when they see Anderson, thin but 
powerfully built, working. 
He relaxes on weekends and on winter months (when 
work is less plentiful) by hunting game, which is really a 
joke if you know anything about this kind of hunting Of 
course, good dogs are essential to the pastime, so he also 
raises and trams two or four hound dogs at a time. He sells 
them for $500 to $1,000 each 
A big, egg-shaped orange moon followed us to Arroyo 
Grande that morning where Anderson stopped at a friend’s 
house and picked-up Lu, another hunting dog He drove out 
of town and started on an hour long road into Los Padres to 
Pine Ridge. 
Dirt and rocks paved the road that was chiseled out of 
mountain sides part of the way. It criss-crossed a running 
creek many times. 
On this cold morning, a dry hard wind blew like 
Hemingway’s wind in "The Three Day Blow.’’ It turned out 
just as ominous and unlucky. 
Lu. Fanny, and Ham are trained to track good varmints. 
That is, animals that Anderson wants them to track — fox. 
bobcat, and mountain lion 
They’re restricted from 
tracking deer, bear, coyote, or wild hog. If they do, 
Anderson administers a whipping, a harsh fact about hound 
dog training. 
About five years ago. when Anderson first got some dogs, 
he ruined them. He took them hunting and they opened on 
any track they came across, usually a bad varmint — like a 
deer that runs straight Anderson wouldn’t see his dogs 


"I DON'T THINK these dogs will run anything bad. but I 
don’t bet my life on it,” David Anderson said about his 
hound dogs, Fanny and Ham 


again for four or five days or he would spend 10 hours 
crawling through thick brush and over rocks to cut them 
off. 
Then he went hunting with a hunter who owned trained 
dogs that tracked good varmints like fox that run in a 
circle Learning how the hunter broke his dogs, Anderson 
sold his dogs and started over 
"The old dogs had done it for so long, there was no way to 
break them,” he said. 
Last winter, young Fanny and Ham ran with two older 
and experienced hounds that Anderson has since sold 
Together, the pack treed 81 bobcats, 40 fox, and three lions. 


This winter Fanny and Ham alone aren't doing so well. 
For example, today’s trip ranked as a failure, even with 


the reinforcement of Lu Don't blame the dogs entirely; 
they were all over the narrow trails, up those steep 
mountain shoulders, through several brush canyons 
And so were Anderson and I. If anyone asks, varmints 
keep to inaccessible areas, rather than open eountyside 
Anderson figured that the dry wind had much to do with 
our unlucky hunt. This type of wind erases ground 
moisture, preventing dogs from easily picking up scents. 


He added that maybe in last night’s full moon the animals 
did their hunting. 
I fancied the varmints liked a dry wind less than I. 
“ That’s the way it goes. Your dog trees a cat every night 
for six months and the day you take him out to sell him, he 
won’t find a thing,” Anderson said light-heartedly. 
In ether words, his dogs almost always tree an animal. 
An event did occur, however Lu latched on to an old 
scent and we spent an hour looking for her. Up canyon 
trails. Up and down the dirt road in the pick-up. 
Lu is a funny dog, Anderson commented “ She’ll stay on 
an old track and won’t bark on it until she thinks she can 
find the varmint.” 
Most dogs open only on fresh tracks; and when they do 
they start barking immediately. 
Anderson, he admits, is peculiar too. The sound of dogs’ 
barking is all important about this kind of hunting 
"I just want to hear the dogs running,” he answered when 
I asked why he hunts animals only to let them go, 
unharmed, after the dogs chase one of them up a tree. 
He told me a joke that best illustrates his reasoning: A 
hunter and a non-hunter were out in the woods listening to 
the hunter’s baying hounds.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
“ Even though Babe Ruth ran 
me out of vaudeville,’’ said 
Casey Stengel, “ I still can t 
knock him.’ 
“ Now this fellow in Atlanta 
is amazing. He hits the ball 
the best for a man of his size. 
But 1 can t say he hits the ball 
better than Ruth. Ruth could 
hit the ball so far nobody 
could field it. And that’s even 
with the medicinal improve­ 
ments today. They come 
a l ong 
now 
wi t h 
the 
aluminum cup and it im­ 
proves players who only used 
to wear a belt and it’s better 
for catching ground balls' 


Stengel jumped up on his 
bowed, lumpy but still 
spunky 84-year-old legs and 
hounded down an imaginary 
ground ball which bounded 
under the coffee table. 
“ 1 got an offer from Van 
and Skank, the biggest 
names in vaudeville - they 
were from Brooklyn — to go 
on the stage after the 1923 
World Series.’’ 
"1 hit two home runs to win 
two games in that Series. 1 
hit one in the first game and 
one in the third game. And 
this was when 1 was with the 
Giants and the Yankees were 
already the Yankees with 
Babe Ruth 
“ Now, 1 remember Ruth 
when he was a young pitcher 
with the Red Sox. I batted 
against him and this was 
before he grew the barrel on 
his belly but he always had 


those skinny legs. Well, they 
figured they could make 
more money with him in the 
lineup every day instead of 
every fourth day so they 
moved him first to first base 
but they had a good fella 
there so they moved him to 
the outfield.' 
“ In that series I hit an in- 
side-the-park homer to win 
the first game. 1 was 33 years 
old. And 1 had a bad heel so I 
wore a cup in my shoe. The 
cup started cornin' out when 
1 was roundin' the bases. All 
the pictures show me like 
this" — head with hunk of 
white hair thrust back — 
“ and like this” — head flung 
forward rheumy blue eyes 
wide, tongue thrust out from 
his deeply stratified face — 
“ and puffin’.” 


“ So then the vaudeville 
guys asked me, could 1 sing. 
Sure 1 can sing” — for his 
voice sounds like cracked 
stained-glass — “ and can 1 
dance? Sure. They wanted to 
pay me a thousand dollars 
for a week. And 1 wasn’t 
making but five thousand — 
maybe six thousand — for a 
season playing ball.” 


“ 1 was riding high. But the 
Yankees and Ruth said, ‘Bet­ 
ter watch out.' after 1 got the 
home run. It was a threat to 
brush me back. In the third 
game 1 hit a homer over the 
fence to win the game. And 1 
ran around the bases and I 
made like a bee or a fly had 
got on the end of my nose and 
was bothering me. 1 kept rub­ 
bing it with my thumb, and

sticking my five fingers in 
the direction of the Yankee 
bench.. .Commissioner Lan­ 
dis fined me for that 


“ So I began to practice my 
dancing and I thought I’d be 
the new Fred Astaire. But 
then Ruth hit three home 
runs in the last game and the 
Yankees won the Series and 
vaudeville forgot about me 
and nobody heard from me 
auain for 10 wars.” 


“So now Ruth, he could 
have gone on vaudeville. 
Hell, he could have gone to 
Europe. It was near the end 
of my career and pretty soon 
1 commenced managing. 
Ruth kept on hitting homers. 
Aaron is going to break his 
record and so the National 
Broadcasting people asked 
me to talk for 
about Aaron 
than Ruth. 1 
that.”

“ It's a livelier ball today, 
and Aaron was up more 
times. And they use the fake 
fields and the balls whoosh 
through faster. But Aaron is 
amazing the way he can hit 
'em with his wrists.” 


“ Now, Ruth struck out a 
lot. But any damn fool knows 
that nobody pays to see the 
world’s greatest singles hit­ 
ter. Or the world's greatest 
doubles hitter. Ruth was the 
world’s greatest home run 
hitter and that’s what every­ 
body wanted. And that’s 
what he gave ’em.” 


“ It worked out okay for 
me, too. Because I'm still in 
baseball — vice president of 
the New York Mets ball club 
and in the Hall of Fame — 
and who knows what my 
future in vaudeville would 
have been. Just like I started 
out to be a dentist. The dean 
of my school said, ‘Why don't 
you be an orthodontist?’ That 
way 1 could have got a lot ot 
rich kids and put a black fill­ 
ing in their mouth.’ 


“The dean said. ‘Always 
try to be a little different.' 
And today I make speeches 
all over. People ask me, 
Casey, how can you speak so 
much when you don’t talk 
English too good?

Supervisors' salaries 


An overwhelming public reaction forced 
the County Board of Supervisors on a 4-1 
vote this week to repeal an ordinance 
adopted last December granting them a 69 
per cent salary increase to $24,000 per 
year. 
We must agree that the action was a 
proper one. Petitions gathered throughout 
the County would certainly have qualified 
the issue for a costly referendum ballot 
which we feel would have definitely been 
successful. 
But it is our opinion that this issue is not 
yet fully resolved. We feel that the present

equitable salary to compensate for the 
massive responsibilities of a full-time 
county supervisor. Let such a committee's 
recommendations be the guide for any 
future salary increase proposals by the 
board of supervisors.

not; toward the oil companies who 
are seen as being in collusion 
against the consumer; and, most 
damaging 
of 
all, 
toward 
the 
government of the U.S. which is 
viewed as either being irresponsible 
in its handling of the crisis, or in 
cahoots with the oil conglomerates, 
or both 
In this climate of doubt, drivers 
are sticking the 55 m.p.h speed law 
in the back seat, and proceeding on 
their way. And this is the crux of the 
administration’s problem; it has 
lost so much credibility with the 
people through its handling of the 
political 
shenanigans related to 
Watergate that even if the fuel crisis 
is a reality, and the 55 m.p.h speed 
limit a valid conservation measure, 
it won’t work, ultimately, because 
the people who must cooperate — us 
— won’t. 
We can’t relate the need for 
constantly 
escalating 
gasoline 
prices to a gasoline shortage. We 
are deluged with reports of hoarding 
and 
stockpiling 
by

companies,

And as the doubts persist, speeds 
edge 
ever 
upward 
toward 
the 


previous limits of 65 and beyond So 
what of the enforcement problems 
inherent in the 55 m.p.h. mandate? 
At the outset of the new speed law, 
New Years Day, 1974, and for 
several weeks thereafter, highway 
patrol officials gave glowing reports 
of how cooperative drivers were 
being, in staying within the new 
speed limit. Then several weeks 
ago, we began seeing stories of 
highway officials warning that the 
55 m.p.h. speed law was going to 
have to be even more rigorously 
enforced, even to the point of issuing 
citations for exceeding the limit by 
only one mile per hour! 


It was at this point, I think, at 
which the 55 m.p.h. speed limit law 
became 
potentially 
as great a 
donnybrook for government as we 
will see. If the general driving 
public doesn’t believe in the need for 
a 55 m.p.h speed limit because it 
doesn’t believe in the fuel crisis, and 
widely exceeds that limit, how 
many more tax dollars will be 
needed to both man the highway 
patrol and the courtrooms of the 
country to handle the deluge of 
speeding tickets?

Veteran bonds 


In the forthcoming June primary 
elections the voters will again be 
asked to approve passage of general 
obligation bonds to continue the 
Veterans Home Loan Program, as 
they have done repeatedly over the 
years since WW I. 
This is an outstanding program 
which not only has contributed to 
the welfare of the war veterans by 
providing long term low cost home 
loans, but to the great benefit of all 
citizens. 
The very fact that it enables many 
veterans to become better citizens 
by instilling in them the increased 
sense 
of 
responsibility 
to 
the 
community which comes with being 
a home owner is a broad benefit to 
the state as a whole. 
An even more significant benefit 
to everyone is the fact that it was 
the California Veteran Home Loan 
program which pioneered low-cost, 
long term home financing. Prior to 
the bold innovation of this program 
long term home mortgages were 
unheard of. 
It was also the Cal Vet program 
which led the way in the field of 
mortgage life insurance. Both long 
term mortgages and mortgage life 
insurance are now standard in home 
financing. So the citizens, not only in 
California, 
but 
throughout 
the 
country, owe much to this program. 
As each new bond issue has been 
submitted for the continuance of the 
program the voters have been 
assured that the program is self 
sufficient and passage of the bonds 
will not incur any expense to the 
citizens. Interest earned on the 
loans have met all bond servicing 
and repayment costs as well as the 
administrative costs connected with 
the program. It also has protected 
the state against any loss from 
defaults which over the years has 
been negligible if not non-existent. 
Not only has the program not 
cost the taxpayers one dime in its 
years of operation it now comes to 
light that substantial sums earned 
by the fund have been siphoned off 
for other purposes. 
Based 
upon 
findings 
by 
Assemblymen Mike Cullen, Vincent 
Thomas, Newton Russell and Ernest 
Mobley that $500,000 annually was 
being diverted from the fund, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars brought a 


court action challenging the legality 
of this draining of the fund and 
demanding reimbursement. 


The Third Appellate Court has 
now 
ruled 
the 
d iversio n 
unconstitutional, holding the funds 
to be exclusively for the home aid 
program and declaring “ The voters 
as well as the bondholders have an 
interest in the continued integrity of 
voter ratified bond proposals." 


The Court found the fund has had a 
substantial 
surplus 
over 
bond 
serv ice requirements and said such 
surplus must be reinvested in the 
program 
Obviously the benefits 
from excess funds should reflect in 
lower interest or increased benefits 
to the home borrowers. Instead the 
veterans have been subjected to 
increased interest and insurance 
rates. 
Assemblvman Moblev, author of 


the current bond proposal, and other 
interested legislators, have vowed 
they will push for an appropriation 
bill to return the $4 million which 
has been milked from the fund. Not 
only is this necessary to restore 
integrity to the fund but so too is the 
reimbursement of other moneys 
which have been drawn from the 
fund to pay for costs unrelated to the 
home loan program. 
Mobley should also act quickly to 
enact a cut-off date for those 
considered to be veterans. Despite 
the fact hostilities have officially 
ended 
in 
Vietnam 
those 
now 
entering the military service are 
still eligible to benefits intended 
only for war veterans. 
But despite these errors which 
have cropped up in the operation of 
the Cal Vet program, overall it is a 
most worthy one and deserves the 
overwhelming support of the voters.
